PETER NOT POPE SAYS DR. M'LEOD

As to their
irne meaning, Christendom is about
cqnaily divided, Oae great sect of
Curistiuns elaim that when our Lord
wldressed Peter, Ha constitated bhim
the bead of His church, Another great
sect deny this claim sltogether. Vol-
nmes have been written on both wsides
of this controversy. One party wonld
have us believa that St Peter was the
first pope of Rome, and that the pres-
ent pope 8 his lineal and legitimate
successor. The other party wounld
have us believe that such doctrine 1s &
pure assumption and that it is both un-
scriptural and anhistorie. The Roman
Catholie church occupies the ons posi-
tion, the Protestaut chureh occupies

“If it be a faet, ns alleged, that St
Petor was the first pope of Rome, is it
not strange that the New Testament
is silent on this subject? Not one of
the aposties or evangelists refer tolit
Lt 58, Pater ever was pops of Rote, he
was pope whoa 5t, Paul wrote his
fowous eplstle to the Romane; and he
must have been pope when Bt Paul
lived in Rome; and he ;must have been
popa when 8t Panl wrote so many
ietters from Rome, but neither in his
letter to Rome, nor in his letters from
Rome, does S, Paul refer to Piter as
pope. Bt Paul sends his greetings to
wuany Curistinns in Rome, but Le does
not even mention the name of Peter,
Indeed there is uot o word in ths New
Testament that wonld lead us to suse
peet that Peler even was in Rome,
much less that ho was popa. [4 not
this silence of Secripture significant,

THE POSITION OF 8T, PAUL.

**Still further, instend of St. Paul tell-
ing us that S5t. Peter was pops, and
that be was the head of the cnurch,
and instead of paving to him that
homage which, if pope, he deserved, he
took him seversly to task and “with-
stood him to the fuce beeauss he was to
ba blamed"—n fact whieh would go to
prove Lhat, at least on that occaslon,
St. Pauol was pops rather than St
Peter. The claim that St Peter be-
came the pops of Romse about tha year
40 A, D,, and that ha ocenpi-d the
papal ebuir for tweuty-five yenra, is
made necessary in order to support the
thieory of the cbuich that makes the
claim. It is a elaim which laa the
merit of boldness, aud multitudes bave
believed it in all sincerity, It is a eap:
tivatiog illasion. Whatever merit it
may have, it is bot truth to say that it
has not the merit of historie secarncy.
It ia quite certain that St. Peter, alter
lie wus rebuked by 8t. Paul, never at-
tempted to lord it over Giod's heritage.
He never elaimed any superiority over
his brother apoatles.

Imagine, if you can,
St. Pater bestowiog bis apostolic bens -
diction upon, nud striking a medal in
bonor of, the monstars of croeliy who
plunned snd who executed the mus-
sacre of the Innocents nud the slangh-
ter of the Hugenots! If Iam notto
tell yon at this time who the firat pope
of Rome was, I mway and will tell you
who he was not IHe was not 2t
Peater.
